AS OYSTER ROOST. 


An Inventive Yankee Propagated 


Oysters on Birch Trees. 


A I'reHtable Bnaioem In the Hovel 


Fruit---Finally Becomes a Case 


for the Doctors anil Lawyers. 


Chicago Inter-Ocean. 


The best oysters and other shell-fish of the 
Chesapeake bay are said to repose on celery 
)eds, and now we hear by way of Norwich, 
^oun., of a still greater novelty in the same 
we, the propagation of oysters on trees. Evi- 
dently, at least one kind of shell-fish may 
iencefort,h be classed wither as fruit or nuts, 
and in either case be at the tail instead of the 
Ka.d of the menu. 


Long Island Bound has an estuary or frith 


known in the land of nutmegs as Poquoaoc 
river. It is famous for the delicious flavor 
of iis oysters, tho very best in the world, 
>ut, unfortunately, the area of this oyster 
jed is provokingly small, owing to the accu- 
mulation of mud which covers most of tho 
river bottom, and in which the festive oyster 
would be suffocated. Year after year, ever 
since the oyster has been a marketable com- 
modity, the good people of Poquonoc have 
been aggravated by tho meagreness of the 
supply, no one among them being able to de- 
vise ways and means for circumventing the 
mud. 
At last, in the decade of '70, an in- 


ventive Yankee bethought himself of a 
scheme for outwitting nature. He would fell 
trees and throw them into the water, and 
mayhap the oyster spawn or spat would in 
some way get tangled in the bushes, 
and when grown he could hoist the 
tree 
and 
harvest 
the 
oysters. Tho 


plan seemed to work charmingly. In due 
lime he raised his trees, and there were tho 
mrtioUy grown oyster shells, thick as the 
eaves of the forest in this leafy month of 
June. But upon examination, it was found 
that the oyster had yielded np the ghost, and 
was worthless. At first he had been sustained 
yy the boughs and got on swimmingly, liter- 
ally speaking, but as he waxed stout and 
corpulent has bent the .twig mudward and 
3erished. It was a clear case of wholesale 
luicide. Another Yankee notion hod proved 
a dead failure. 


But the inventor was not discouraged. He 


mew, perhaps, that a very large majority of 
the Inventions of this inventive age and land 
are blank failures. For instance, out of over 
1,200 patent car-couplers, each having in it 
the promise of a revolution in its line, not 
one is practicable, according to a railway ex- 
pert and magnate. 
The trains must still be 


made up as they were twenty-five yearsago. A 
train of cars is a family, every member of 
which is party to a sort ot matrimonial al- 
liance. 
Now, if over a thousand failures 


without one success cannot daunt Yankee in- 
genuity (and it is a cold day at the patent 
office which goes by without a railway 
caveat), then certainly one failure to raise 
oysters by felling trees ought not to be dis- 
couraging, and as a matter of fact hope did 
still survive. 


It was now evident that the boughs of trees 


would serve as 
roosting places for young 


oysters. That much had been demonstrated, 
which was an important point gained. In- 
stead of cutting down trees and tumbling 
them into the river in a promiscuous way, 
our Yankee took nice young birches 
some fifteen or twenty feet in length, 
stuck 
them 
into 
the 
mud 
upright, 


and let nature take her course. The oyster 
commission of Connecticut is authority for 
the statement that each female oyster will 
produce in the breeding season from nine to 
ten million of eggs, which float with the cur- 
rent and attach themselves as spawn to any- 
thing they chance to fall in with. It requires 
two years for an oyster to got its growth. 
This second experiment was a success. An 
acre ot trees will produce one thousand bush- 
els of oysters, making an annual yield of five 
hundred bushels. Some idea of tho value of 
an oyster orchard may be formed from the 
statement that these Poquonoc oysters outrank 
in the New York market the Blue Points, 
which sell readily at $10 a bushel when com- 
mon oysters are worth only half that. 


Of course, everybody thereabouts wanted 


to try oyster-farming, and under state law 
the mud bottom on each side of the 100-foot 
channel was staked off in plats to a dozen or 
more applicants to be planted with oyster 
trees. "Soon," says a local orator, "both 
sides of the Poquonoc, from its head for a 
long way toward the sea, was bristling with 
sunken birches, waving an ebbing and flow- 
ing welcome to the drifting spat." 
• 


The fever was at its height in 1879. All 


went well until the spring of 1881, when a 
virulent diphtheretic scarlet fever broke out 
in the village of Poquonoc, and was attrib- 
uted by some of the physicians to the oyster 
orchards. From that day to this there has 
been trouble, litigation swallowing up a large 
port of the profits of tho business. The facts 
.from which the foregoing statement has been 
"gleaned have just been laid before the su- 
preme court of Connecticut. 
The judges 


took the papers lost Wednesday, and are ex- 
pected to render a decision some time this 
summer, settling forever the question whethei 
er or not oysters are a legitimate branch of 
forestry.

BEOEIVIHg CABLE MESSAGES. 


A'Dcscrtptlon of the Delicate Record- 


ing InstramentUaed at Heart's Con- 
tent, Mewfoiwdland. 


Scientific American. 


Until the forepart of November the French 


cable, having its terminus at North Easfcham, 
Mass., employed the flash system of signaling. 


the cable is worked duplex on the 


Sterns system, says The Journal of the Teler 
graph, using an automatic recorder, by which 
the messages are received in ink on a narrow 
strip of paper. 


By the system which has been displaced the 


messages were spelled out by flashing a ray 
of light back and forth across a standard line, 
tho right and left flashes corresponding with 
;hedots and dashes of the ordinary tele- 
graphic alphabet. 


In this system the light is flashed by reflec- 


tion from an extremely light mirror, which 
s turned to right and left by the opposing in- 
luences of positive aud negative impulses. 
This system has tho advantage of being oper- 
ated with very slight electric impulses, but 
also the disadvantage of leaving uopennau 
ent record. To secure the latter very im- 
portant end the recording instrument has 
jeen adopted. 
. A recent visitor to Heart's Content de- 
scribes as followa the method of receiving 
nessagesat that point: The recorder ,is a 
lorseshoe magnet, electrified by the usual 
circles of fine wire, and attracting a small 
metallic coil. The coil is hung between the 
magnetic poles, and by a light lever and a 
ihread almost as fine as the strand of a cob- 
web is connected with a delicate siphon hung 
n a little reservoir of ink. The. ink is elec- 
irifled, so as to produce a repulsion of the 
particles, making it flow more readily through 
ie siphon, which outside is about the size of 
a darning needle, and the interior tube 
scarcely larger than a hair. The lower end 
of the siphon rests against a paper tape play- 
ng perpendicularly through rollers. ' The 
whole machine is almost of gossamer fineness 
and flexibility, so as to minimize the eluutric 
strata necessary for working the cable. 
Let us imagine now that a coming message 
las been signaled from for across, the ocean 
at Valentia. The operator at first opens the 
simple machinery that works the brass roll-' 
era On the centre of the tape, as it passes 
jetween the rollers, the siphon at first marks 
only a straight line. 
Suddenly the line 
swerves to the right or left. Tho message has 
started, and the end of the siphon has begun 
ts record. Worked by two keys, and posi- 
tively and negatively electrified,. the coil 
swings the siphon point now to one side, now 
»the other, along the tape. Responsive to 
the trained hand of the operator, the filament 
of ink marks out one notch, two notches, 
ihree notches; then suddenly it may be a 
ligh elevation or depression, until the delicate 
Sne traced on the tape looks like the tiny out- 
ine of a mountain range. 


But it is a range whose every hilltop, peak 


and valley means an alphabetical symbol to 
;he telegrapher's eye. The recorder is the 
nvention of the famous electrician, Sir Wil- 
iam Thomson. 
How delicate an interpreter 
t is may be inferred from the fact that ten 
jars work 1.800 miles of cable between Val- 
mtia and Heart's Content, while twenty-five 
iars of the some electric power would be 
needed to work 350 miles of hind wire. In 
rther words, the recorder is more than 
iwelve times as efficient for its purpose as the 
ordinary Morse instrument. The recorder 
traces its characters on the tape about as fast 
as a slow penman copies a letter. Besides its 
delicacy of work, the recorder, as its name 
imports, has the merit of leaving the record 
of the message.

Now Xork—a genuine water f amina For sov- 
oral summers now tho Croton baa not flowed 
above the second floor, and on Hurray Hill it 
flows foobly evoh thero. We do not get water 
enough. Wa receive from the little Croton 
pipes only ninoty-flvo gallons of water a day 
for each individual in the city—for each man, 
woman, child, horao and dog on Manhattan 
island, merely ninety-five gallons apiece, I tell 
you! 


You thick that is enough? that ninety-five 


jalloriB ia as much as a, man needs for drink- 
ing and bathing—as much as a baby can get 
away with?—as much as a horao or a dog wants 
for all its bibulous and lavatory requirements? 
Oh, no, guileless reader, not half enough! 
Because, you see, we don't use it oil; it is 
wasted, It has been proved by numerous 
cities—cities, too, that have not nearly as 
many rum and boer shops as we have—that 
twenty gallons apiece are enough for tho in- 
habitants. But chat is where it ie nearly all 
used. In a city like this, 'whoro three-rbartlia 
ot all tho water supply is allowed to go to 
waste, through livory stablos, hotels, factories, 
hydraota and faucets left running all night, 
five times that ia too little. 


"Very well, "do you say, "why not put on 
motors, so as to compel people to bo econom- 
ical—allowing them, say fifty gallons a day for 
each person, and then charging thenffor the 
overplus?" Dear, simplo-minded reader, be- 
cause then there would bo water enough, and 
no now aaueduota would need to be bnut, and 
no local politicians would make $5,000,000 out 
of the job: 'Euough water iff just what the 
politicians who run this oitf do not want 
Economy is just what they do not want In 
fact a conspiracy of wastefulness exists, whose 
object is to draw off the Croton as fast as pos- 
sible, to keep every nydr&nt running as much 
as possible, aud so make a dearth of water ap- 
pear, Croton enough cornea into tho city to 
give every man, woman and child throe times 
as much as is needed and to fly to tho third 
floor of tlie houso I write in, if consumers were 
compelled to put on motors and pay for all 
water wantonly wasted. This is tho secret of 
all the hullabaloo about the "water famine." 
Tho water famine is wholly artificial—liko the 
wheat famine whou Jim Kucne geta a corner 
on it. The only question now np is, Who shaU 
gut the authority to do tho stealing?

A Methodist Minister Called to Join the 


Boat Gone Before. 


Bev. Alexander Semple, pastor of the 


Methodist church at Moawequa, died hist 
evening at 8:20 o'clock, at his home in that 
town, in the 57th year of his age. Bev. 
Semple was a native of Ireland, and had 
been in the Methodist ministry about 28 
years, having been presiding elder ot the 
Champaign and Pana Districts, and pastor 
of churches at Jacksonville, Clinton, 
Hiilsboro, Delavan, Paris, Shelbyville, 
Quincy, Atlanta, Moawequa and other 
points in the Illinois conference. He was 
was also on 
the 
Jacksonville and 


Decatur circuits. He leaves a widow 
and three children. 
One a son, who 


is practicing medicine at Grove City, 
Illinois; another a son, at present in 
Colorado, and an unmarried daughter, 
who recently graduated from the Illinois 
Female College at Jacksonville. Bev. 
Semple was a frequent visitor to Decatur, 
and was the owner of several tenement 
houses in this city, besides possessing 
other property. He had about decided to 
retire from the ministry and locate in 
Decatur with his family. 


The deceased was a tall, robust man, 


apparently in excellent health. He was 
in his usual good health and spirits on 
Wednesday evening, June 13th, when he 
conducted his prayer meeting service at 
Moawequa and arranged for a Sabbath 
school picnic. 
As was his custom, he 


chatted pleasantly with the members of 
his flock, and then went home. He made 
no complaint ot bodily pain, and retired 
at the usual hour. He had been asleep 
about 15 minutes, when his wife was 
awakened by her husband, who was reach- 
ing out with his right hand in the dark- 
ness and uttering broken words. The 
wife arose at once, and summoning the 
family physician, it was discovered that 
the entire left side ot Bev. Semple had 
been paralyzed, and that the beloved 
husband and father and faithful minister 
was in an unconscious state. The best 
of medical skill was invoked to alleviate 
the sufferings of the stricken minister 
and save his lite if possible, but without 
avail. He was conscious for a few mo- 
ments yesterday and recognized his 
daughter, but spoke no words of parting. 
He died peacefully last evening soon after 
8 o'clock, there being at his bedside his 
family, Dr. B. N. Davies and Bev. W. H. 
Mnsgrove, who went to Moawequa last 
evening on hearing of the dangerous con- 
dition of their brother minister. 


The deceased, who has a brother, Win. 


Semple, residing near Mechauicsburg, 
was one of the best known preachers in 
the Illinois conference. He made friends 
wherever he was stationed in his Christian 
work, in which he was always successful. 
He was a man of high character, and in 
the pulpit and among the people he was 
ever jovial and witty. 


This forenoon funeral services were 


held at the Methodist church at Moawe- 
qua, conducted by Dr. Davies. To-mor- 
row morning the remains will be express- 
ed to Mechanicsburg, where at 11 o'clock 
a. m. the funeral services proper will bo 
held. The remains will be accompanied 
to Mechanicsburg by Dr. Davios, Bev. 
Dimmitt and Bev. Musgrove, of Dacatur, 
and Kev. Whitlock, of Macon.

LOOK OUT FOB BtfcGLiARS. 


Ttoea Dwellings Were Entered Last 


Night and Property stolen. 


A pair of burglars supposed to be two 


men seen sitting upon the fence of 3. H. 
Vennigerholz' residence at 1 o'clock this 
morning, entered three dwelling houses 
in the first ward and got away without 
being shot at or captured, 


William Bowere' dwelling on North 


Franklin street was entered through a 
rear window which was pried open. The 
burglar went through the kitchen and 
dining room into the sitting room, and 
taking a sheet of violin music used by 
Willie MoBrlde lit it and peered around 
the room. Mrs. Bowers in the family 
sleeping room up stairs arose and lit the 
fas to see if her grandson was covered, 
liie gas light must have alarmed the 
burglar, for he dropped the lighted paper 
on the carpeted floor and decamped with- 
out any booty, going out through the 
rear doors, which were found open this 
Morning. The sheet of music was found 
entirely consumed on the floor, the flames 
having scorched the carpet. The pres- 
ence of the burglar in the house was not 
known until this morning, when the con- 
dition of things as described was discov- 
ered. It was fortunate that the house 
was not Bet on fire, but the burglar would 
not have oared B continental had the 
house and inmates been burned up. 


The old Bering property on East Eldo- 


rado street, occupied jointly by Samuel 
Knight and J. H. .Krebs and family, was 
also entered, the burglar getting in 
through a rear window over a shed. The 
fact that eoine one was moving about 
through the rooms was known to the 
servant girl who thought it was Mrs. 
Krebs, and also by Mr. Knight, who 
thought Mr. Krebs was the party. The 
burglar fumbled about two desks on the 
lower floor, using a package of Mrs. 
Knight's calling cards which were ignited 
and used to furnish light for the fellow 
who was evidently looking after loose or 
hidden money, but couldn't rind it Not 
finding any cash down stairs, the burglar 
silently went up stairs and peered into 
the servant girl's room. The girl was 
wide awake but was not alarmed, as she 
supposed the party was Mrs. Kreba. The 
Bellow disappeared and passing along the 
hall he was about to enter Mr. Knight's 
room, but that gentleman who had arisen 
mode a noise which caused the thief to 
turn and go down stairs, Mr. Knight 
'ollowed the would-be robber, who quick- 
ly but silently passed out oC the house, 
going out through two rear doors, which 
ie had to unlock. He cot away but took 
nothing. The burnt cards were found 
upon the floors in the rooms this morn- 
ing. 


The residence of Moses Stafford on the 


corner opposite was also entered, the bur- 
glar getting inside iu the same manner he 
did at the other places, and from this 
dwelling cash to the amount of $19.00 was 
extracted from the' pockets of Mr. Staf- 
ford and carried off. 
Mr. Stafford know 


that there was some one up and about in 
the house, but being only halt awake he 
supposed the object he saw was the form 
of his daughter and he fell asleep again. 
The burglar was in the lower rooms, but 
did not take anything away except the 
money. A silver watch that was in one 
of the upper rooms was picked up by the 
thief and left lying on a table down stairs. 
It was about daylight when Mr. Stafford's 
residence was burglarized. 


If other dwellings were entered they 


have not been reported. The servant girl 
at Mr. Knight's dwelling describes the 
burglar as a man ot medium height and 
wearing a close fitting cap. At about 1 
o'clock this morning Mrs. F. L. Hays 
arose and looked out upon the street, 
while the moon was shining. She saw 
two men sitting on the J. S. Venniger- 
holz fence on the opposite side of the 
street, and the supposition is that these 
men are the ones who entered the dwell- 
ings in the manner described. 


It is to be hoped, though the clew is 


slight, that the authorities will succeed in 
apprehending the burglars. Notice should 
be served on all suspicious characters to 
leave town at once, the sooner the better.

SEC. 2. It shall be a , good defense 


to any snit brought under this act, 
i! the .'person under whose control 
snchchild or children are can,- show 
that the mental or bodily condition 
of such child or children is such, as 
to prevent its' attendance at school 
or application fo study for the pe- 
rjod required by tbis act, or that', 
snch child or children has been 
tanght in a private school, or at 
home, f«r the time Specified in this 
Lact, in such branches aa are ordina- 
rily taught in primary or other 
schools, or has acquired the brunches 
of learning ordinarily taught in pub- 
lic schools, or that no public school 
has been taught within two miles, by 
the nearest traveled road, of the res- 
idence of snch child or ' children, 
within the •school district in which 
said Child or children .reside, for 
twelve weeks during the year.' 


SEO. 3. If any person having the 


control and charge of any child or 
children shall fail or neglect to com- 
ply with the provisions of this act, 
said person shall pay a fine of not 
less than five nor more than twenty 
dollars. Suit for the recovery of the 
fine and costs shall be brought by 
any Director, or member of any 
Board of Education, of the district 
in which such person 'resided at the 
time of the committal of the offense, 
before' any Justice of the Peace in 
said township. Jurisdiction is here- 
by conferred on all Justices of the 
Peace in this state for the enforcing 
of this act 
Such fines shall be paid, 


when collected, to the School Treas- 
urer of said township, to be account- 
ed for by him aa other school money 
raised for school purposes. 


SEC. 4. It is hereby made the duty 


of School Directors and members of 
Boards of Education, to prosecute 
offenses occurring under thia act 
The neglect so to prosecute by any 
school director, or any member of 
the board of education, within twen- 
ty days after written notice has been 
served on such director, or" member 
of such board of education, by any 
tax-payer residing in . snch district, 
that any person has violated this 
act, shall subject him or them to a 
fine of $10, to be sued for by any 
tax-payer residing in the school dis- 
trict where the violation of this act 
occurred, before any Justice of the 
Peace in 'the' 'township- where th« 
said school district may be located.
